The subject under debate will be 
—Resolved: 'That the Iranian gov- 
ernment was justified in Its plan 
to nationalize the oil industry In 
Iran. The McGlll debators will up 
hold the affirmative of the resolu- 
tion at the three colleges. This Is 
the sametjoplc, that. wucrused. here 
in the Scottish debating trials, 

Both debators have taken an 
active interest In debating here 
during the past few years.

Freshmen Prove Useful 
To Genetics Research

Arc you an offspring of a mul- 
tiple birth? Are your parents re- 
lated in any way? Most students 
facing thece questions at registra- 
tion are N underfltantfably puzzled as 
te their purpose. We would not 
be surprised to hear of some per- 
plexed character answering the 
latter question "Husband and 
Wife." Actually, they are tied in 
directly with the current genetics 
research program. 

The Department of Genetics is 
engaged In the study of hereditary 
characteristics involved in multiple 
births and parent relationships 
lhe main object of this research 
Is to find the risk of possible de 
f:ciency or increased disease sus- 
ceptibility among children • of re- 
ljted parents, and to find the 



chance of identical and dissimilar 
twins developing similar ailments 
or i characteristics. The questions 
were asked to enable the depart 
ment to study such cases as may 
develop. They arc part of an at 
t«npt to compile permanent re 
cords of hundreds of cases of each 
type, in order to facilitate research 
In this respect, the department 
works In association with such In 
.stitutlons as the Children's Mom 
orial Hospital. 

A major difficulty in the program 
is to determine which human char 
acteristics nrc aoverncd by envi 
ronmcnt and which by heredity. 
Identical twins, for instance, arc 
likely to develop similar personalit- 
ies even if separated at birth into

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The Library Situation 




Any student at McGill whose courses re-r 
quire extensive references or come complete 
■with' a reading list of twenty or thirty volumes 
knows what is meant by the Library situation. 
With facilities now at an absolute minimum) 
I being utilized 'to capacity, the library system 
at McGill is. anything but adequate. 

So often students have a tendency to blame 
ths librarians and those responsible for the 
policies of the various libraries, but this is only 
seeing the situation from -one angle. T nc 
system of fines which is perhaps the most 
obnoxious factor involved, causes a good deal 
of frustration and hard feeling. Where there 
are large classes which have term essay papers 
many individual students have great diffi- 
culty in obtaining the references. The result 
* often is a tendency to be averse in returning 
the text in time, especially when it is 500 pages 
in length and it is available for only twenty- 
four hours. Consequently a fine is levied which 
can be sufficiently large to. mean something 
to the student and thus irritate him. But if 
this was not the case, there would be a" ten- 
dency on the part of students "to forget the 
.. fine and keep the book longer, thus depriving 
ôther Students of its use< 

The logical solution to the problem, of 
■■■ course, would be to increase the number of 
texts which arc so greatly in demand. Here. 
' perhaps, the libraries might be justly- crili- 
£ t cited for each year they issue an extensive list 
of the number of new volumes that have been 
purchased and the student gels the impression 
that it would be much better to spend the 
money on those texts that are so scarce .and 




yet heavily in demand. Whether all such texts 
are purchased in sufficient numbers' if they 
are available from the printing houses or whe- 
ther they arc sacrificed to the purchace of new 
and different books we arc not certain. But it 
would certainly seem wiser to follow the for- 
mer policy and from the students' standpoint 
it would case the situation somewhat. 

There arc many factors to be taken into 
account in the situation as a whole. Tho num- 
ber of people .registered in any one course 
tends to vary quite considerably each year. 
What was adequate as the number of volumes 
as references to this year's class may be com- 
pletely inadequate to a larger class the fol- 
lowing year. Under such a situation a medium 
must be struck and this again may be difficult 
for students to understand. However we must 
admit that it is a little hard to sec why some 
books which have not been taken out for two 
or three years may only be borrowed for 48 
hour.«. Again many students find, it particu- 
larly frustrating especially in the Spring when 
exams are approaching to have to give up' a 
text which they have read part way through 
and have little hope of getting again for seve- 
ral days. Twenty- four hours can seem a pretty 
short period to read a large book of Philo- 
sophy ora highly technical reference. But this 
again is usually the fault of no one and is the 
result of scarce texts gone out of print or. large 
classes using them. 

It is not without a great deal of anticipa- 
tion that staff and students alone await the 
new library structure now under way but until 
then the only solution is to make the best of 
a very bad situation. J. E.

In Wednesday's Dally Mr. John Wright suggests 
that the Liberals and Conservatives bungled the 
Model Parliament bill in the steering committee. 
We agree that the bill was "bungled," but It was 
Mr. Wright's L.P.P. that' did It. 

The Communists submitted a bill with three 
sections and nine sub-sections, including clauses 
on withdrawal from NATO, nationalization of. cer- 
tain Canadian Industries, censoring all war propa- 
ganda, trade with. iron curtain countries, discon- 
tinuing extra-terfllorUl rights to aliens, as well as 
all the points that appeared in the final bill. In 
short, it contained such a hodge-podge of distantly 
related subjects that it was completely .undebat- 
able. 

The steering committee told Mr. Wright that 
we had no objection to debating any of these mat- 
ters, but in order to unify the debate we asked 
him to rewrite the bill so that some general prln 
ciple would be clearly visible. When the Commu 
nists presented their second draft, they had left out 
the most controversial subjects. The decision to 
confine the bill to a series of platitudes \f as taken 
by Mr. Wright and his party. 

It is not the job of the steering committee to 
write the bill;, thit is the responsibility of the 
government.' If they prefer to try to make poli- 
tical capital by spreading their propaganda under

A Reply to Mr. Wright's Reply 
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r Sir, 

. Wright's reply to our letter not only failed 
' to deny our original contentions, but It even streng- 
thened them. For his letter In no way defends the 
bill, but rather It tries to shift the blame for the 
! bill to the steering committee. This action' In 
Itself, supports our stand that the bill is not a suit- 
' able one for a Model Parliament., 

Mr. Wright again admits to 'the unsultabillty 
of the bill, when he states that a better bill was 
refused by the steering committee. However, 1 
refuses to state the grounds on which It was re- 
fused. The first bill was returned to the LPP 
because It was much too long to be discussed in 
the course of one evening. True, the issues in- 
volved were controversial, but the number of 
clauses was such, that the level of debate would 
have been very low. 

Instead of shortening the returned bill, the LPP 
presented the creature which has evoked the criti- 
cism. Both the PC and the Liberal Party expressed 
dissatisfaction with the bill. However, the date of 
the Model Parliament had drawn very near, and 
they reluctantly accepted the bill. Our letter was 



an expression of this reluctance. You can be assured 
that if the steering committee had not been so 
pressed for lime, that this bill too, would have been 
returned. 

We wholeheartedly agree with the right of the 
.' LPP to express "their" views, and In this case we 
would egree with them. However, this should have 
been dônè at a public rally, and not the Model 
Parliament. At the beginning of the year much 
criticism was levelled at the calibre of debatè of 
our Model Parliaments. You, yourself. Mr. Editor, 
referred to this In an Editorial. Obviously a bill 
such as that presented by the LPP does nothing to 
elevate the calibre of the debate. 

We thank Mr. Wright for supporting our con- 
tention that the bill Is not a suitable one for a 
Model Parliament. His silence concerning this can 
only indicate that he Is In agreement with our 
arguments. He suggests that we should be more 
vigilant In our observance of LPP tactics. Perhaps 
we should. Perhaps It was this vigilance which so 
aroused Mr. Wright.

Annual Conference 
At Its annual conference nt 
I McMaster University in Hamilton 
jj during the approaching Christmas 
holidays the CUP will celebrate the 
14th anniversary of Its founding.

1938, when the editors 
of 12 Canadian college papers met 
In Winnipeg to discuss ambitions 
which had Interested them for some 
timeMhc possibilities of a nation- 
wide news service which would 
have the effect of consolidating 
student opinion and abolishing scc- 
"onallsn\ For the first two years 
UP was under the wing of the 
onal Federation of Canadian 
Students. Breaking 
way from the N.F.C.U.S. sponsor- 




ship the early editors recognized in 
the CUP a vast source of possibili- 
ties. 

The establishment of apcclal press 
rates arid filing arrangements with 
Canadian Pacific Telegraph brought 
about the establishment of a trans 
Canada CUP wire service. This 
made it possible to gather student 
opinion on any subject within 24 
hours. With the advent of the 
Second World War CUP activities 
began to decline as participation 
declined resulting naturally in 
lack of knowledge as to just what 
the Canadian University Press was 
all about 

The CUP however did manage to 
survive the war years with some 
semblance of organization and with 
the coming of the peace and new 
and greater interest in .the CUP 

as evident. 

The basic organization of the 
CUP provides for election of one 
paper to serve as lis executive. 
Hundreds and often thousands of 
miles separate Its members, who 
thus have scant and infrequent. op 
portunlty to collaborate with one 
another verbally. Thé present Na- 
tional President Is the McGill Daily. 
C.U.P. Editor 
Each member paper has a CUP 
Editor whose duty Is it to supply 
his paper with news and views 
from the other campl and to trans- 
mit to the other member papers 
news of his university.. The found- 
ation of the Canadian University 
Preu is the mail service* by which 
each member paper receives copies 
of all the other member, papers. 
The wire service of the CUP pro- 
vides opportunity for the quick and 
inexpensive transmission of news, 
When a paper receives a telegram 
from another paper It queries the 
next paper in the chain as to 
whether or. not it is interested in 
the story. It it is the recipient re- 
files or forwards the story. It was 
In this way that the U. of B C.'s 
move to sponsor a Russian student 
exchange was sent across the con- 
tinent 

The CUP has at present four 
.trophies for which, its member 
papers, compete annually. These 
trophies ' are the Southam 
Thophy, the Jacques Bureau 
Trophy, the Bracken Trophy and 
Le Droit Trophy. The Southam 
Trophy is for the best English 
language newspaper with a cir- 
culation of 3,000 and over. The 
present holder Is The Gazette of 
the University of Western Ontario. 
The Jacques Bureau Trophy is for 
the best English language news- 
paper with a circulation of under 
3,000. The present holder is the 
Silhouette of McMaster University. 
Lc Droit Trophy is competed for 
annually by the three French an-

To Camera Club 



Anyone can click a camera but 
skill Is needed to produce some- 
thing . good according to Gordon 
Weber, lecturer from Fine Arts at 
McGill. He spoke to the Camera 
Club last night on the subject of 
"Composition." 

Mr. Weber said that the act of 
concentrated seeing involves 70 per 
cent of the nervous system. There- 
fore, photographs, as well as paint- 
ings, should be made interesting in 
order to attract and hold the eye, 

Comparing photos and paintings, 
Mr. Weber said that both had to 
watch composition. This involves 
light and shadow, texture and 
depth. There is room in the field 
for exploration and discovery of 
new ways to accomplish the best 
methods. 

Before taking a photograph, said 
Mr. Weber, the photographer should 
study the subject under different 
lights and from different angles In 
order to richen the texture of the 
surface. He suggested .that varied 
light and angle compositions could 
be found in city landscapes. 

Mr. Weber finished his talk by 
showing slides to illustrate light 
and shadow', texture and depth.

sell, and the recessive becomes In- 
corporated into the other. Thus only 
one of a pair of contrasting char- 
acters can be represented in a 
single germ cell. 

Sex determination may be used 
as an example of the operation of 
genes. Male body cells contain two 
sex «fadors, X and Y. Female body 
cells contain two X factors. Male 
germ cells arc thus of 'two types, 
those containing X and those con 
talning Y factors. All female germ 
cells contain X factors. A male 
germ cell containing the X factor 
uniting with a female cell therefore 
results In a female organism.
